U CT W ill Sponsor

Members of Salem Council Unit­ 
ed Commercial Travelers of Amer­ 
ica, will conduct a community - 
wide free vehicle safety check on 
May 22, 23, 24, 27 and 28, accord­ 
ing to plans released today by UCT 
safety committee chairman Jam es 
l». Johnson who will serve as gene­ 
ral chairman of the safety pro­ 
gram . 
At a recent meeting of local civ­ 
ic organizations interested in pro­ 
moting highway safety, Andrew J. 
Pavlik, traffic safety supervisor of 
the Ohio State Department of High­ 
way Safety, outlined the vehicle 
here. 
A “safety lane” will be operat­ 
ed from I to 5 p.m. on the schedul­ 
ed five days in May. 
The “lane” will be located on 
different main arteries leading in­ 
to Salem on each afternoon. 
The check will be conducted un­ 
der the supervision of UCT mem­ 
ber'- by a qualified mechanic, tire 
inspector, a team of four Explor­ 
er Scouts, and a local police of­ 
ficer. Items to be safety-checked 
include brakes, front lights, rear 
lights, steering apparatus, tires, 
exhaust system, glass, windshield 
wipers, rear view mirror, direc­ 
tional signals, and horn. 
Cars passing the check will be 
issued “ Circle of Safety” wind­ 
so ck stickers. If defects are dis­ 
covered, the driver will be given 
a report of inem, and he will 
have a chance to have repairs 
made and then return to the lane 
for another check and a sticker. 
Tile safety program is support­ 
ed by Mayor Harold Smith, Police 
Chief George Earley, Wilbur Coy, 
president of the Salem Automobile 
Deal ers Association, and various 
tire dealers.

Mysterious Beast 
Reported in Atlanta 


ATLANTA WP)—'The mysterious 
beast that has frightened residents 
of Atlanta’s northwest section is 
still a mystery today. 
Hundreds of policemen and ci­ 
vilians, some armed with shot­ 
guns, searched a wooded section 
Thursday night after residents re­ 
ported seeing a critter that was 
big, black and mean. 
Several hunters maintained that 
only a panther could have made 
the four-toed tracks that* were 
found. Police said they measured 
4Va inches in diamter. 
But Patrolman Walt Jones, who 
used his bear-hunting dogs in the 
search, said in his opinion there 
was no panther in the area. 
He called off the dogs at 12:30 
a. rn., soon after they treed a 
black house cat. 
While the hunt was in progress 
residents of the section kept chil* 
dren indoors and some maintained 
an armed vigil. Several shotgun 
blasts were fired at shadows and 
objects moving across yards. 


Earthquake Recorded 
In Cleveland Area 


CLEVELAND IB—A mild earth­ 
quake was recorded in the Cleve­ 
land area Thursday night, and two 
unexplained blasts were heard and 
felt half an hour later by residents 
of a wide area along the shore of 
Lake Erie to the west. No dam­ 
age was reported. 
The two events were unrelated, 
in the opinion of Dr. Edward J. 
Walter, assistant director of the 
seismological laboratory at John 
Carroll University. 
Dr. Walter placed the quake 12.7 
miles from the university. The 
quake was so weak he was unable 
to determine the direction. 
The scientist estimated the trem­ 
or occurred from two to five miles 
belowe the earth’s surface and that 
“ billions of tons of earth must 
have been moved.” 
The m y s t e r i o u s explosions 
brought a rash of telephone calls 
to police stations in suburban 
Lakewood, Rocky River and Bay 
Village. One police department 
sent tom* cruisers out looking for 
the source of the blasts in response 
to calls. 


from several state departments on 
the effect of possible cuts. Al­ 
though he has given no such or­ 
ders to the universities, he said. 
“It is a very wise thing for them 
to prepare for this contingency.” 
Skipton said the information he 
wants is: “What will cuts of IO, 
15 and 25 per cent do to the var­ 
ious departments? The data is be­ 
ing sought so the state will be able 
to keep its operations in line witn 
expected revenues. 
For months now, revenues col­ 
lected by the state have been low­ 
er than those of a year ago. 
Most state epartments already 
have cut their spending since the 
first- of the year and it appears 
likely that budget cuts of some 
size are in store. 
Col. Herbert Eagon, state nat­ 
ural 
resources 
director, 
said 
Thursday that a 25 per cent cut 
would be “disastrous” to his de­ 
partment. A IO per cent cut would 
mean everyone on the payroll 
would stay, he said. But a 15 per 
cent cut would mean some would 
have to be dropped. 
Stanley J. Bowers, state tax 
commissioner, reported that a IO 
per cent cut would mean dismiss­ 
ing IOO of his 1,000 employes; a 15 
per cent cut, 150; and 25 per cent, 
250. 
He said all of the department’s 
divisions would suffer and refunds 
of gasoline tax, redemptions of 
sales stamps and refunds to ven­ 
dors would slow down. 
.Dr. E. E. Holt, state superin­ 
tendent of instruction, said a IO 
per cent cut in the Department 
of Educaion budget would result 
in two dismissals; 15 per cent, 
nine dismissals; and 25 per cent, 
26 dismissals. He added that a 
cut “would seriously affect the 
work of the department.” 
Officials of the six state univer­ 
sities said they planned cutbacks 
in purchases of new equipment 
and hoped to handle next fall’s 
increased enrollment without hir­ 
ing new instructors.

Honored For Saving 
Fellow Officer, Jet 


ABILENE, Tex. Of) — I felt an 
awful strong urge to leave him,” 
said 1st Lt. James E. Obenauf, 
24, of Grayslake, 111. 
He was describing how he felt 
when he discovered a fellow offi­ 
cer unconscious and without a 
parachute as he was about to bail 
out of what he thought was a 
doomed B47 jet bomber over the 
Texas Panhandle this week. 
Obenauf didn’t jump. The Air 
Force decorated him with a Dis­ 
tinguished Flying Cross for stay­ 
ing with Maj. Joseph B. Maxwell 
of Portsmouth, Va., and landing 
the plane. 
The B47 was flying at 30,000 
feet over Dalhart, Tex., Monday 
night when an explosion shook it. 
Fire enveloped the right wing. 
Maj. James M. Graves, 38, Fort 
Worth, Tex., the pilot, and 1st Lt. 
John P. Cobb, 25, Elko, Nev., nav- 
gator, 
bailed 
out 
through 
the 
nose escape hatch. 
Graves blasted off the top can­ 
opy but his ejection seat and that 
of Obenauf failed. Maxwell, 32, a 
navigator • instructor who was in 
the nose, apparently was knocked 
unconscious by the force of the 
explosion. 
Both Obenauf and Maxwell suf­ 


fered frostbite and wind burns to 
their eyes. 
“I hade made up my mind I was 
going to take the plane back lo 
Dyess,” Obenauf said in an inter­ 
view. Once I got the fire under 
control there wasn’t too much 
reason to bail out.. . . 
“I didn’t think there was any 
fear.'You’re just numb.” 
He estimated the temperature 
was minus 30 or 40 degrees cen­ 
tigrade and that the wind wnipped 
through the cabin at 400 miles an 
hour.

If Estes Kefauver cam steer his Senate Anti­ 
trust and Monopoly subcommittee to the 
answer of what keeps so many Americans 
from buying new automobiles, he will be in 
demand as a seif-guiding missile. 
We doubt that Sen. Kefauver is going to be 
in demand. He has shown in his comments 
that he is goiijg into this motivational re­ 
s e a r c h project in the spirit of a congressional 
robe. 
That is. he intends to go looking for a devil 
to blame for the decline in new car sales in 
1958 — and the odds are against his finding 
one. Granted that ifs human nature to want 
to blame someone or something for every 
disappointment, the people in the auto indus­ 
try already have done their own devil-search­ 
ing and reported non present. Many publica­ 
tions have sent devil searchers to Detroit and 
have been disappointed. 
Th6y have found, to be sure, a bewildering 
mass of theories, most of them representing 


piecemeal complaints about this, that and the 
other thing. But they have uncovered no hard 
mass of evidence. 
The fact least explored that could stand 
more probing would be what caused the pur­ 
chasers of 1958 cars to become purchasers. 
Even more to the point, it would be interest­ 
ing to know what is causing the good results 
reported wherever extra effort is being put 
into auto sales. 
The American people are still buying auto­ 
mobiles in quantities that would seem incred­ 
ible in any country but this one. They still 
think of the American automobile as the least 
dispensable and most desirable of the m ater­ 
ial luxuries of the American way of life. Traf­ 
fic jams are as bad as they ever were. 
Sen. Kefauver is going to have tough hunt­ 
ing if he gets looking for devils to blame for 
the fact that in 11958 the supply of automo­ 
tive transportation proved ot be greater than 
the demand for new units.

The Limp in Profits 


By SAM DAWSON 


The limp in business profits is 
more pronounced today as big and 
little companies report on how 
they are making out in comparison 
with last. year. 
About three out of four are fall­ 
ing behind. And the total of net 
profits after taxes is trailing the 
booming first quarter of 1957 by 
33 per cent. 
The number operating at a loss 
is rising. Of the first 580 nonfi- 
nancial 
corporations 
to report 
their January-March quarter, 
57 
are using red ink as against 20 
last year. 
In assessing these figures, re­ 
member 
that 
the 
first 
three 
months of last year saw many 
companies reporting record sales 
and profits, and a pleasant 7.6 per 
cent advance for business profits 
as a whole over the 1956 first 
quarter. 
And note that many companies 
now are saying that this year’s 
first quarter should be their worst, 
that 
tire April - June quarter 
should be at least no worse and- 
perhaps better than the dreary 
opening months. 
Sales are holding up much bet­ 
ter than profits. Rising operating 
costs are the villains in today’s 
business drama for most firms. 
But a profits fall, so do federal 
corporate income tax collection 
and the U. S. Treasury can be no 
happier these days than the stock­ 
holders. 
Some industries go counter to 
the trend. Tobacco company earn­ 
ings are up 32 per cent over last 
year, .utility profits are up 6 per 
cent, food and beverages up 2 per 
cent and drugs up by about the 
same. 
The 
telephone 
and 
tele­ 
graph companies and the shipping 
industry are breaking about even 
with a year ago. 
Of the total of 580 companies 
to report, 404 show declines. Com­ 
bined they made $1,997,654,000 in 
the first three months, against $2,*

Justice Harlan, writing the ma­ 
jority opinion, said the trial judge 
had failed to point out the distinc­ 
tion between talking about over­ 
throwing the government as an 
“ abstract principle” and advocat­ 
ing action to bring it about. 
He said “ preaching abstracted­ 
ly” the government’s overthrow 
was not a crime. 
The bill would knock out this 
ruing 
and 
this 
distinction 
by 
amending the law—the Smith Act 
—to make advocacy of overthrow 
a crime, without • action to bring it 
about. 
This raises an immediate and 
simple kind of question: suppose 
a man, not a Communist but an­ 
gry about his taxes, told some 
neighbors the government should 
be overthrown. Could he be tried 
under this section of the bill? It 
would sm so. 
How can Congress 
say 
what 
kind of cases can be appealed to 
the Supreme Court? Does it have 
the right? Article 3 of the Con­ 
stitution says Congress can make 
exceptions on the kind of cases 
that can be appealed to the court. 
One thing is sure: if this bill be­ 
came law, people convicted under 
it would test its constitutionality 
fast by appealing to the Supreme 
Court.

The use of these 
phrases assumes that the average 
mar. is familiar with the graphs 
and charts that portray the way 
the month-by-month figures on em- 
paym ent, production and sales go 
up or down or stay on the same 
level. So when the line 
on

chart “flattens out,” it is a basis 
for hoping there will be no further 
decline. If some day there is an 
“ upturn.” then the horizontal line 
may well turn out to have been the 
“ bottom” of Hie recession. 
Mr. Temple’s analysis is signifi­ 
cant because it implies that may­ 
be we shall stay on the same hori­ 
zontal level or “bottom” for some 
time.

“Our greatest concern in this 
business decline is not its depth,

2 nd to reattain the prosperity of 
which this country is capable.” 
What is m eant here, of course, 
is that, while conditions may not 
get any worse and no deepening 
of the decline may materialize, it 
soon will become 
a 
m atter 
of 
concern as to how long the na­ 
tional economy will be riding along 
on a horizontal line or even on a 
slow and protracted climb before 
“ normal” conditions are b a c k 
again. 


MR. TEMPLE adds this explana­ 
tion :

sumption show signs of new break­ 
throughs. Beyond any p o s s i b Ie 
doubt, that happy day will come.

resolved. It is paradoxical that 
wages should rise while workers 
are being laid

tically. In the short run these are 
alarming facts. In the long run the 
cost increases 
can 
be 
b o r n e 
through 
g r eater 
productivity, 
achieved through greater 
effort, 
bettery machinery, b e t t e r man­ 
agement, new and improved ways 
of doing things and new and bet­ 
ter 
th i n g s 
to 
meet people’s 
desires.’* 
Behind those cautiously worded 
phrases are events that make the 


headlines. Walter Reuther, head 
of the Auto Worker* Union, de­ 
mands, for 
instance, 
that 
auto 
prices now be reduced as a means 
of inducing sales. He says this 
notwithstanding the fact that built­ 
in escalator c l a u s e s on wage 
scales, which go into effect auto­ 
matically, mean extra expense for 
the auto companies. 


A P P R O X I MATELY 4,300.000 
workers are covered by clauses in 
labor contracts which provide that, 
whenever there is a half of one per 
cent rise in the official index for 
consumer prices, wages must go 
up one' cent an hour. The big 
groups covered by such contracts 


3re workers in the automobile and 
railroad industries as well as in 
steel and to some extent in farm 
and electrical machinery. 
Now an index of cost of living 
may go up due to the weather or 
crop conditions but the increases 
in wages must be

tured. 
There are indeed a number of 
paradoxes in the situation. The la­ 
bor leaders are clamoring for a 
tax cut to benefit persons in the 
lower b r a c k e t of incomes, the 
theory being that this will add to 
■purchasing power generally. But it 
is not a broad increase 
in 
per­ 
sonal income that is needed 
so 
much as a remedying of the condi­ 
tions that have brought on the de­ 
cline in the hard goods industries. 
All sorts of proposals, involving 
many billions of dollars of gov­ 
ernment spending, have been rn de 
inside and outside of Congress to 
stimulate the economy. 


RUT THE REAL cause of the 
recession — the di’emma of the 
hard goods 
industries — hasn’t 
been tackled yet, and until it is, 
these industries, which have the 
biggest amount of unemployment, 
are not likely 
to recover 
very 
soon. 
Secretary of Commerce Weeks 
put his finger on the weak spot in 
the economy when he said to the 
U.S. 
C h a m b e r of Commerce 
meeting: 
“ If you could change deprecia­ 
tion schedules to a more realistic 
basis, this would be the greatest 
shot in the arm to the econotny.” 
Mr. W’eeks 
suggested 
that, 
if 
businessmen were permitted 
to 
take tax deductions for deprecia­ 
tion according to a schedule they 
chose at the time they made an 
addition to or 
replacement 
of 
plant or equipment, it would not 
make any difference to Treasury 
receipts in the long run. It would 
encourage 
plant renovation 
and 
improve efficiency to the point 
where prices 
could 
be 
held 
in 
line. 
Depreciation, however, it a tech* 
nical term and few peopV outside 
of business understand it. 
If the oublic could grasp it?, 
true meaning and 
would 
urge 
that some reform of this kind be 
instituted at once. it would surely 
take the nation out of the reces­ 
sion in a relatively short time and 
lay the foundation for a steady 
growth of the national economy.

Morse reckoned that everybody

McClellan wants a law which will 
insist that no strike be called and 
no contract signed without a secret 
balloting of the union members 
involved.
